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Workers 
in early 
Yuletide 
break-up 

THOUSANDS of Sandwell 
Council workers will break 
up early for Christmas for 
the second year in a row un¬ 
der cost-cutting plans. 

Offices and non-essential 
services at the council will 
be closed from December 
22 and re-open on Decem¬ 
ber 29. The scheme was 
estimated to save around 
£200,000 last year. 

Workers will have to book 
two days annual leave in 
addition to the three days 
off they are granted by the 
council over the Christmas 
period, with offices closing 
for five days instead of the 
usual three. 

Director Melanie Dudley 
said the scheme had proven 
‘successful’ last year and the 
council wanted to repeat it 
this Christmas. 

She added: “This deci¬ 
sion was based on the un¬ 
derstanding that in the 
period of time leading up to 
Christmas, requests for the 
majority of council services 
decrease significantly com¬ 
pared with normal working 
days, and therefore by clos¬ 
ing for an additional two 
days, the impact on the pub¬ 
lic would be minimal. 

“The decision was also 
taken on the understanding 
that an extended Christ¬ 
mas closure would lead to 
savings in accommodation 
costs and would enable the 
majority of employees to feel 
the benefit of an increased 
break.” 

Market goes 
continental 

A EUROPEAN food and 
craft market will take place 
in West Bromwich for the 
first time later this month. 

Stalls will line the High 
Street on October 23 and 24. 

Traders will be coming 
from across Europe includ¬ 
ing France, Belgium, Italy, 
Spain and Holland for the 
event, which is the first of 
its kind to be held in the 
town centre. There will food 
ranging from Spanish pa¬ 
ella, German sausages and 
French crepes.

Face of a killer - Street 


THE victim of a family shooting 36 years 
ago has relived horrific memories this 
week, after multiple killer Harry Street 
was once again in court and locked up 
on firearms charges. 

Reliving the nightmare which changed her life 
forever, Jill Burkitt, of West Bromwich, said she 
hoped killer Harry Street will never be released 
from secure detention again.

tT V been previously let out in the 1990s after 

LCp serving just 15 years for taking five lives. 

Incredibly, the firearms fanatic, now 
aged 70, was in court and detained once 
again after amassing a collection of pistols 
and even a home-made bomb at his home 
in Birmingham, just a few miles away from 
the West Bromwich road where, in 1978, 
he gunned down the Burkitt family before 
driving to Warwickshire and slaughtering 
a married couple who ran a filling station. 

Miss Burkitt, aged 53, was just a teen¬ 
ager at the time of the attack by mentally 
ill Street. Her family simply had the mis¬ 
fortune to live next door to Williams.

of college 
work starts 

WORK on the latest stage of a multi-million 
pound transformation of a college campus 
in Great Barr is under way, ready to attract 
hundreds of new students. 

The £8.5 million project to rejuvenate the 
James Watt campus of Birmingham Met¬ 
ropolitan College will create new teaching 
space for learning new courses. 

College bosses want to offer a range of 
qualifications in the growing ‘green’ tech¬ 
nology industry to students and swell the 
numbers signing up for courses. 

At the moment there are more than 2,000 
students using the campus - but college 
bosses say this could rise by 15 per cent in 
the future. The first stage of the campus re¬ 
vamp has recently been completed including 
a new reception area, hall and learning re¬ 
sources centre with improved access. 

Now contractors are on the main stage of 
the project to create a new teaching building 
- the Sustainable Energy Centre. 

Officials said the work will continue 
through to next July on the new centre which 
they hope will bring a further 300 students 
onto the campus, in Aldridge Road. The new 
centre will be environmentally friendly and 
will create heat and power through solar 
technology.

Why was he allowed out to plan an identi¬ 
cal atrocity? Now a judge has said he will 
never get out again. I hope and pray that 
is true this time.”

A HUGE batch of pumpkins have been 
grown on a Smethwick allotment - just in 
time for Halloween.

Lamps to 
be bright 
move for 
savings 

ALMOST 3,500 energy-sav¬ 
ing lanterns have been fitted 
to street lights in Sandwell. 

The aim is to save the 
council £108,000 a year. 

Attention is now turning 
to 1,120 street lights that 
line the borough’s main 
roads, which burn the most 
energy, in a bid to slash an¬ 
other £88,000 from annual 
council electricity bills. 

It is estimated that over 
a 25-year period, the moves 
could save Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil £12.7 million in energy 
costs. By swapping tradi¬ 
tional bulbs for LED light¬ 
ing, energy usage is cut by 
50 per cent. 

However, turning some 
lamps off completely has 
not been ruled out for the 
future. Councillor Maria 
Crompton, in charge of 
transport at the authority, 
said: “Some time in the 
future we may have to re¬ 
duce the amount of lighting 
that’s on our streets. But 
at this present time it’s not 
something we are doing. 

“There’s an awful lot of 
old lighting out there that’s 
got to be replaced sooner 
rather than later.” 

Until now 3,437 energy 
efficient LED lanterns have 
been fitted to columns in 
residential areas, but as the 
output needed is higher for 
lighting on main roads the 
technology was insufficient. 
Recently, however, strides 
have been made in the light¬ 
ing available.

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Children's centre hours could be cut 


OPENING hours at some chil¬ 
dren’s centres in Sandwell could be 
slashed to help save £2.45 million. 
Sandwell Council is to vary the con¬ 
tracts it has with providers at some 
of its children’s centres to allow 
them ‘flexibility’ in opening hours. 

This will follow a restructure of 
the service that will see one chil¬ 
dren’s centre in each of the bor¬ 
ough’s seven town clusters being 


designated a ‘core’ facility where 
hours will not be affected. 

Each of the remaining 13 centres 
will then be designated as ‘satellite’ 
or ‘nursery plus’, and it is at these 
facilities where hours could be cut. 

However, nursery plus centres 
will still have a service operating in 
some form until 6pm each day. The 
announcement has been made by 
the children’s services department 


following a three-month consulta¬ 
tion. A report on the move states 
376 responses were received from 
the public. It states: “The local au¬ 
thority will work with the children’s 
centre providers to keep parents in¬ 
formed of the change. 

“The proposal to reduce opening 
hours at some centres has resulted 
in the greatest level of disagreement 
from respondents. There was con¬ 


cern from local parents that services 
would be cut.” 

The centres provide activities 
for under-fives and their families, 
and some bases have more recently 
provided some services for older 
children. There are in five centres 
in West Bromwich, four in the Cra- 
dley Heath/Rowley Regis area, four 
in Smethwick, three in Tipton, two 
in Oldbury and two in Wednesbury.

Councillor Hussain, who has 
served on the council for 10 years, 
said: “I’m sorry - it was an over¬ 
sight on my behalf. 

“I had already said my involve¬ 
ment with the company, but in 
one bracket on the form I failed 
to put the same details in again.” 

Council chief executive Jan 
Britton said he believed it was a 
‘simply a mistake’. 

He said: “I have investigated 
the decision-making process for 
the recent taxi contracts and I 


am satisfied Councillor Hussain 
played no part in it. The contracts 
were subject to open competition 
in an online auction and in every 
case the work was awarded to 
the company that made the low¬ 
est bid, except in a small number 
of contracts where the company 
later withdrew, in which case it 
went to the second lowest bidder.” 

He said: “This seems to be 
borne out by the fact he twice re¬ 
ferred to his interest in this com¬ 
pany elsewhere.”

Care home hit by cash crisis, say chiefs 


A WILLENHALL care home is not finan¬ 
cially viable, council bosses have said as 
they offered to help families to move their 
relatives out. 

Health and social care chiefs at Walsall 
Council have said there is no issue over 
the quality of care provided at The Manor 
House in Walsall Road, but there have been 
on-going problems and staff have not been 
paid. The authority said it has had to pro¬ 
vide support for maintaining staffing levels 
to keep the facility running. The council 
provides funding for 22 residents, while 


Staffordshire and Wolverhampton councils 
each fund one resident.The authority said 
all of them are aged over 65. 

Staff at the care home have denied there 
are any financial problems and said they 
had only been paid two days late this month 
because the owner of the business had been 
in hospital. 

They said they had followed procedures 
to inform Walsall Council what had hap¬ 
pened and had supplied the authority with 
bank statements and utility bills. They have 
also denied that council staff had been sent 


in. The local authority said it had informed 
relatives of residents about its concerns re¬ 
garding the financial viability of the busi¬ 
ness after working with the care home for a 
number of weeks. 

The authority has offered to help resi¬ 
dents move to other care homes in the bor¬ 
ough if they or their relatives wished. 

Walsall Council said there was no issue 
over the quality of care provided. 

The authority’s social care chief, Coun¬ 
cillor Diane Coughlan, said: “We want to 
absolutely reassure people that there is no 


question of the quality of care at The Manor 
House being anything other than good. We 
don’t want to move any resident from an 
environment where they are safe and hap- 
pybut the truth of the matter is that The 
Manor House care home is not financially 
viable.” 

Jason Horton, HR manager at The Manor 
House, which is owned by his wife Karenjit 
Horton, said staff had been paid two days 
late this month because his wife had been in 
hospital. “We haven’t got financial difficul¬ 
ties. We followed our procedure, “ he said.

HER eyes can’t hide her woeful 
past after she was found distressed 
and alone near a factory. 

But now Rosie the dog’s future 
is now looking a lot brighter as 
she is one of many animals being 
nursed back to full health thanks 
to volunteers from a welfare char¬ 
ity. 

Members of the lost and found 
organisation K9 Search have been 
helping care for Rosie, a Staffie 
cross, since she was found last 
week. Workers from a factory 
found the dog, thought to be aged 
around 18 months old, near Salis¬ 


bury Road, West Bromwich, on 
Thursday. She was found under¬ 
weight with ribs, hips and spine 
clearly showing. 

The animal had also developed 
small pressure sores on her back 
paws and had an injury to her tail. 

She is now in a foster home 
under the care of Cradley Heath- 
based charity Wild Acre Rescue. 

Wild Acre Rescue founder An¬ 
gela Gelenscer said: “Over the 
past 18 months, we have noticed 
a sharp increase in neglect and 
abuse cases entering our rescue, 
it’s not just dogs, it’s cats too. ” 


Rosie’s discovery came days 
after a six to 12-month-old Staffie 
cross was found lying in long grass 
on the canal towpath near Black 
Lake, West Bromwich. He was 
found very underweight with sores 
on his paws. 

K9 Rescue spokeswoman Jennie 
Dhanjal said: “I’ve been doing this 
now for 12 years and he was one of 
the worst cases I have seen.” The 
dog, who has been named Harvey, 
is under the care of the Animal 
House Rescue charity.

A MASS killer freed from a high-security hospital af¬ 
ter shooting dead five people stockpiled an arsenal 
of weapons in a carbon copy dispute 35 years later. 

It has prompted MPs and a peer to demand to know how 
he was ever judged fit to return to society. Harry Street, orig¬ 
inally named Barry Williams, was deemed eligible for release 
16 years after being detained indefinitely for the slaughter 


that followed an argument ov< 

The shooting took place in An¬ 
drew Road, West Bromwich on 
October 26, 1978. 

But after changing his name he 
moved to Hall Green, Birming¬ 
ham, where he waged a six-year 
campaign of harassment against 
his new neighbours.On Mon¬ 
day, former Broadmoor patient 
Street, 70, admitted making an 
improvised explosive device and 
illegally having two pistols and 
an eight shot revolver at his 
home. He also pleaded guilty to 
harassing a neighbour in Hazel- 
ville Road, Hall Green. 

MPs Tom Watson, and Ian 
Austin, a member of the Com¬ 
mons Home Affairs Select Com¬ 
mittee, are both demanding 
answers. In 1978, George Burkitt 
and his son Philip were killed on 
the driveway while his wife Iris 
was gunned down inside the 
house as firearms fanatic Street 
ran amok with two pistols. Their 
daughter, Jill and Judy Cham¬ 
bers - another of Street’s neigh¬ 
bours - were both seriously 
wounded. 

He fled in his Ford Capri, 
spraying bullets and throwing a 
makeshift bomb, which did not 
explode, as he left. Hours later 
he shot dead convenience store 
owners Michel Di Maria, aged 
58, and 53-year-old wife Lisa, at 
their convenience store in Nune¬ 
aton before being cornered and 
arrested in Bakewell, Derbyshire, 
after crashing his car into a po¬ 
lice vehicle following a lOOmph 
chase. He pleaded guilty to five 
charges of manslaughter on the 
grounds of diminished responsi¬ 
bility and was ordered to be de¬ 
tained indefinitely. 

A Mental Health Tribunal de¬ 
cided it was safe to release him 
in July 1993 and he changed his 
name to Harry Street. Prescribed

anti psychotic drugs for his schiz¬ 
ophrenia, he met wife-to-be Bev¬ 
erley before returning to the 
West Midlands. They moved to 
Hazelville Road in 2005, next 
door to Warren Smith and his 
family, Mr Michael Duck, QC, 
prosecuting, told Birmingham 
Crown Court. Two years later 
came Street’s first complaint to 
police of the alleged noise from 
the Smith’s home when they held 
a party. 

The Smith family moved to 
Solihull to avoid him, but Street 
tracked them down.Birmingham 
and Solihull Mental Health NHS 
Foundation Trust said an inves¬ 
tigation was under way into how 
Street slipped through the net. 
Street, currently in Ashworth 
high security hospital in Liver¬ 
pool, was ordered to be detained 
indefinitely in a secure hospital. 
Charges of possessing the three 
firearms with intent to endanger 
life and a further allegation he 
had 56 home-made bullets with 
intent to endanger life - all of 
which he denied - were ordered 
to lie on the file.

A WAREHOUSE will undergo a £3 million re¬ 
vamp to become a worship conference cen¬ 
tre, under new plans which also include a 
community centre. 

The Forward in Faith ministry has been operat¬ 
ing a small administrative centre at Hainge Road, 
Tividale, for three years, but is now keen to expand 
with the unit serving as the new UK and European 


headquarters. 

The ministry has over 500 
members in Sandwell alone 
and is already established 
in Zimbabwe, the US, Aus¬ 
tralia and South Africa.

Louis still pounds 25-mile-a-day beat at 75 


BRITAIN’S oldest PCSO is still 
pounding the beat and catching 
criminals - at the ripe old age of 70. 

Former navy man Louis Martin- 
dale-Vale has served with West Mid¬ 
lands Police for seven years since 
joining in 2007 at the age of 63. 

The ex-boxer said he wanted to 
put his skills learned in the ring and 
the Armed Forces over the years to 
good use, after working for 47 years. 

The sprightly grandfather-of-four 
has since patrolled the Erdington 
area of Birmingham five times a 
Louis Martindale-Vale week and says he has no plans to 



stop any time soon. The super-fit 
keen canoeist and mountaineer 
walks a staggering 25 miles a 
day on the beat - meaning he has 
clocked up over 63,800 miles since 
he started his policing career. 

The feisty pensioner, from Great 
Barr, said: “Erdington High Street 
is a busy retail area so tackling busi¬ 
ness crime has always been a prior¬ 
ity on my beat. 

“When I joined it would take me 
an hour to tour all the stores to pass 
on important information about 
an emerging shop-lifting tactic or 


description of a prolific offender. 
I wear a pedometer and I clock up 
about 25 miles a shift. 

“So I started looking into a retail 
radio scheme. We now have almost 
40 businesses signed up and it’s 
proved a huge success as shops can 
quickly alert each other and the po¬ 
lice to any suspicious behaviour. 

“And it’s helped us find missing 
people, including a three-year-old 
girl who’d strayed away from her 
mother. She went missing for 30 
minutes but through the radio link 
we had hundreds of people looking 


for her. It proved its weight in gold 
that day. 

“When I do have to leave this role 
I will be sad as I’ve made some good 
friends, including some kids who 
are about a quarter of my age.” 

Louis served with the Navy’s 
Fleet Air Arm in 1961, which saw 
him perform shore patrols to keep 
hundreds of sailors in check in 
South Africa and Hong Kong.

Brier ley Hill station 
commander Mai Fellows 
said an investigation had 
found no suspicious circum¬ 
stances behind the blaze. 

He said: “It is being put 
down to possible friction 
from a digger which could 
have ignited the metal and 
caused the fire.” 

Five water jets were used 
to tackle the flames. An hy¬ 
draulic platform was also 
used to get to the centre of 
the blaze. 

As crews brought down 
the flames, mechanical 
equipment was used to move 
the burning waste away. 

John Spellar, MP for War- 
ley, said he would be writing 
to fire minister Brandon 
Lewis to seek a limit in the 
amount of recyclable mate¬ 
rial that can be kept stored 
at businesses. He said: “We 
seem to be getting a lot of 
fires like this.”

Hundreds help in Hillsborough probe 


MORE than 1,700 people responded to 
a witness appeal into West Midlands 
Police’s role in the aftermath of the 
Hillsborough Disaster, it has been re¬ 
vealed. 

Rachel Cerfontyne, deputy com¬ 
missioner of the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC), said 
investigators were analysing witness 
accounts and establishing the role of 
individual officers. 

West Midlands Police carried out 
the initial investigation into South 
Yorkshire Police’s handing of the dis¬ 
aster, which left 96 people dead. The 


force is being investigated over claims 
it knew that statements it had been 
asked to review had been modified. 

Ms Cerfontyne said: “Lines of in¬ 
quiry around West Midlands Police 
are also developing well. This strand 
of the investigation has been greatly 
assisted by the witness appeal we 
launched a year ago. When we made 
the appeal we were very mindful of 
just how difficult it would be for sur¬ 
vivors to come forward and talk to us 
about their Hillsborough experiences. 

“For many it was the first time they 
had done this in the 25 years since the 


disaster. Over 1,700 people responded 
with information that has proved val¬ 
uable, not only for our inquiry into 
West Midlands Police, but also in as¬ 
sisting with the managed investigation 
and the inquests. We greatly appreci¬ 
ate these contributions.” 

Investigators are continuing to 
contact people who responded to the 
witness appeal citing issues with West 
Midlands Police. 

The inquiry is prioritising people 
who have made allegations of inac¬ 
curate/incomplete/amended accounts 
and allegations of misconduct.

Prince heralds new 
chapter for Public

Prince Edward herald¬ 
ed the official opening of 
Central Sixth with a visit. 

ADAM GRINSELL reports 

IT is the £72 million ‘pink ele¬ 
phant’, a building that has been 
mired in controversy since the 
day it was first mooted. 

And now The Public, as it was 
formerly known, has started a new 
chapter in its short life after Prince 
Edward officially opened it as Cen¬ 
tral Sixth, last Wednesday. 

Externally the building in West Bro¬ 
mwich town centre looks the same, but 
inside there are a few changes thanks to 
a £5.9m conversion. 

The Earl of Wessex toured new class¬ 
rooms, science labs and IT suites in 
spaces where there once would have been 
exhibitions and tea dances. 

In his speech before unveiling a cer¬ 
emonial plaque, the Prince remarked 
on the building’s novelty and ‘magnif¬ 
icence’, and said he hoped the 500 stu¬ 
dents using the building will make the 
most of the facilities. 

Lucky 

While there Prince Edward was 
shown around the building by Graham 
Pennington, the principal of Sandwell 
College which runs Central Sixth, and 
introduced to students and staff. 

Following his visit Scott Upton, vice 
principal of the college, said: “We have 
been exceptionally lucky, because 18 
months ago the Countess of Wessex 
opened the main college campus. 

“Having someone like a member of the 
royal family to open the building exposes 
the students to the institution in Britain 
and gives them someone to look up to 
when they come into college. 

“It was fantastic, the Prince got on re¬ 
ally well with the students in the class¬ 


rooms, spent a lot of time talking to 
them, and I think all the students really 
enjoyed themselves.” 

Visiting one of the two new specialist 
science laboratories, Prince Edward met 
biology A Level students Alice Pledger, 
aged 18 and from Wolverhampton, and 
17-year-old Bushra Rangzeb, from Wal¬ 
sall. They showed him how to extract 
DNA from strawberries. 

Alice said: “We showed him how to 
form a solution from washing up liq¬ 


uid and and salt, and mixed it with the 
crushed strawberries to get the DNA. 
It forms a layer on the top like cotton 
wool, that means you can visibly see 
the DNA and extract it. It was very in¬ 
teresting to meet him, we are not used 
to meeting people like that, and he was 
very polite.” 

Bushra added: “It was quite strange 
but really interesting. He was really en¬ 
gaging and asked us a lot of questions. 
He seemed very nice.” 


From there he met students starting 
on the college’s new Duke of Edinburgh 
Award scheme. Student liaison co-ordi- 
nator David Hughes, who was running 
the lesson at the time, said: “He was 
asking the young people about what 
they are doing for the awards and their 
previous experiences, because most of 
them will be doing their golds now. 

“He was a nice guy, very chatty.” 

A visit was also paid to the centre’s 
new open-plan IT hub, where he met 
staff and dozens of students on their 
computers, before popping in to a his¬ 
tory lesson in one of the newly-built 
modular classrooms. 

A small ceremony was then held in 
the main entrance, where the Prince un¬ 
veiled a pink glass plaque made by Paul 
Floyd, a designer based at Stourbridge’s 
Ruskin Glass Centre. 

The shape and colour reflects the 
building’s huge, iconic misshaped win¬ 
dows. 

Magnificent 

Before the reveal the Earl said: “This 
is a rather novel conversion of a former 
art gallery into hopefully a very inspir¬ 
ing environment in which to learn. 

“I hope you will make the most of this 
magnificent building.” 

Conversion work on the building 
started in February following its closure 
as the public last November. 

The doors shut on the arts centre 
under a hail of criticism from users, 
staff and some members of the commu¬ 
nity, who raised a petition of more than 
1,000 signatures, but Sandwell Council 
was not willing to continue to foot the 
£1.6 million annual subsidy. 

A 25-year deal was stuck between the 
authority and the college for the sixth 
form, which includes a community arts 
cafe open to the public on the ground 
floor run by Sandwell Council. 

Although 500 students will currently 
be using Central Sixth, there is expan¬ 
sion potential in the future to increase 
this number to around 800.

THE Tory conference was sup¬ 
posed to be the chance to unite 
the party against a common foe 
before the next General Election. 

Unfortunately for David Cam¬ 
eron, the Birmingham gathering 
exposed what everyone knows 
- the Tories are fighting on too 
many fronts. 

Defections to UKIP overshad¬ 
owed proceedings every day. 
Even the Sunday Telegraph, 
usually sympathetic to the Con¬ 
servatives, led with the headline 
Tory Crisis as delegates started 
their four-day event. 

The defections of Mark Reck¬ 
less and former London deputy 
mayor Richard Barnes were em¬ 
barrassing as was William Cash 
joining UKIP. 

Mr Cash is the son of ardent 
Eurosceptic Tory MP Sir Bill 
Cash, who represents Stone. 

Sir Bill described his son’s 
actions as a ‘monumental mis¬ 
judgement’, saying that it is only 
the Tories that can deliver a ref¬ 
erendum on Europe. 

It’s frustrating for him given 
how much he’s had to endure 
within his own party as he tried 
to get the leadership to take the 
issue seriously - something it is 
now doing as it promises a ref¬ 
erendum if the Tories win a ma¬ 
jority. 

The problem for Sir Bill and for 
the Conservatives is that Europe 
is no longer the only thing that 
is seeing people want to move 
to the ‘kippers’. The younger 
Mr Cash is miffed at planning 
policies he says damage tour¬ 
ism and heritage and was un¬ 
impressed by David Cameron’s 
decision to drop Owen Paterson 
as Environment Secretary. 

There was some relief for the 
Conservatives as UKIP’s group 
leader on Dudley Council re¬ 
signed from the party. But Ken 
Turner and his wife Hazel are not 
planning a return to the Tory fold, 
having left the Conservatives 
last year. 

Michael Fabricant, the out¬ 
spoken Lichfield MP looks for¬ 
ward to some form of a recon¬ 
ciliation between the Tories and 
their UKIP ‘cousins’. 

Nigel Farage might think his 
tanks are parked on Labour’s 
lawn, but with all the Tory defec¬ 
tions it is starting to look more 
than ever like an alternative to 
the Conservatives rather than to 
the others. That’s only going to 
strengthen Labour’s chances. 

ONE of the surprising things 
about the Tory conference was 
how remarkably upbeat it was. 
The opinion polls point to a La¬ 
bour victory, despite Ed Miliband 
forgetting to mention the deficit 
in his own conference speech. 

There was the embarrassment 
of minister Brooks Newmark re¬ 
signing after sending a picture of 
his bits to a journalist, posing as 
a party aide. 

But one MP who certainly had 
a spring in his step was South 
Staffordshire’s Gavin William- 
sonHe’s been named in the top 
100 people ‘on the right’. Not 
even the former PM Sir John 
Major makes the list anymore.

Staff at the Best Inn Bir¬ 
mingham Hotel in Wolver¬ 
hampton Road, Oldbury, 
found him after they be¬ 
came concerned about his 
welfare. Mr Siddique told 
the inquest at Smethwick 
Council House that Mr 
Birley, of Tulworth Road, 
Poynton, Stockport, Chesh¬ 
ire, initially booked into the 
hotel for four nights on July 
24, but extended his stay. 

“The manager of the hotel 
said he kept himself to him¬ 
self, occasionally venturing 
out to the shops or to eat in 
local restaurants,” he said. 

Mr Siddique said on Au¬ 
gust 1, Mr Birley told staff 
he had been to hospital and 
asked not to be disturbed. 

He added that by August 
4 staff entered his room 
using a pass key. “The room 
was littered with vodka bot¬ 
tles, including some inside 
the bath, and there were

signs of vomiting also.” An 
ambulance was called and 
Mr Birley was pronounced 
dead at 12.15pm. 

The coroner said Mr Bir¬ 
ley had last seen his GP 
on April 10, and his doctor 
was concerned about his 
drinking. “The GP was also 
concerned about signs of 
self-neglect,” said Mr Sid¬ 
dique. He added that Mr 
Birley had a problem with 
drinking going back to 2007. 

The coroner said a toxicol¬ 
ogist’s report found he had 
an alcohol concentration of 
376mg of alcohol per 100 ml 
of blood. The drink-drive 
limit is 80mg. Mr Siddique 
said he was satisfied that 
Mr Birley’s death was due 
to alchohol intoxication, and 
recorded an alcohol-related 
death.

Bomb blast Leah lives 
to tell her tale, to 100 


SHE survived a bomb blast 
next to her home during the 
Second World War - and is 
still alive today, aged 100, to 
tell the story. 

Lucky Leah Crees was pregnant 
when she left the safety of her air 
raid shelter to go to the toilet in 
her home during a bombing raid. 

On returning, a bomb was dropped 
nearby, flattening the house next door. 

Today, Mrs Crees, who marked her 
100th birthday with her friends and 
family in West Bromwich, still has a 
scar to show on her leg from the blast 
more than 70 years ago. She said: 
“Both my son, Peter, and I are very 
lucky to be here, considering what 
happened.” 

Mrs Crees was living in Purley in 
London at the time of the bomb blast, 
while her husband Eric was serving as 
an officer in the Royal Navy. 

The pair had two children - Peter 
and Suzanne - and later lived in Stone 
Cross, then Greenfield Road in Great 
Barr, before settling down in Hopkins 
Drive in 1967. Mr Crees, who worked 
as a counter clerk at Post Office and 
then an assistant collector at HM Rev¬ 
enue and Customs, died aged 82. 

Mrs Crees continues to live at home 
alone with support from care workers. 

She said: “I don’t drink -1 have had 
quite a quiet life.” 

Mrs Crees was born to parents 
Thomas and Mary Jayne Culwick in 
West Bromwich. She was the young¬ 
est of seven brothers and three sisters. 

She attended Beeches Road School 
in West Bromwich, before going to 
Lodge Road School until the age of 14. 

She first worked at her brother Jo¬ 
seph Culwick’s bakery and confection¬ 
ary store. She married her husband at 
St Philips Church in West Bromwich. 
She has five grandchildren and three 
great grandchildren.

A FORMER footballer who 
helped Walsall FC to the 
fourth division title in 1960 
has died, aged 81. 

Defender Tim Rawlings - 
who also spent several years at 
West Bromwich Albion - was a 
mainstay of the Saddlers team 
that many fans have hailed as 
the club’s ‘golden era’.

He went on to appear 31 times 
for Port Vale, scoring twice before 
moving to Nuneaton Borough then 
his hometown club Coleshill Town. 

After growing up in Coleshill, 
Mr Rawlings - who was christened 
Charles but nicknamed ‘Tiny Tim’ 
by his mother due to his size - was 
determined to make it as a foot¬ 
baller. He married Sheila in 1974 
after they met while both working 
at the Lucas factory in Tyseley, 


Birmingham, where he was a tool- 
setter - a job he took after retiring 
from football. 

He leaves six children and two 
stepchildren. His stepdaughter 
Jane Reeves, 55, said: “He was 
such a lovely man and everyone 
loved him. He was always talking 
about his time as a footballer.” 

Walsall FC Former Players Asso¬ 
ciation secretary Steve Davies said: 
“On behalf of the association we 
send our condolences to the family 
of a true Saddler at this sad time.” 

He added: “He was part of a 
golden time at the club and is re¬ 
membered.” 

His funeral takes place at Robin 
Hood Cemetery Streetsbrook Road, 
Hall Green on Tuesday at 2.30pm.

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Firm fined £l3k after 
man lost tip of finger

MORE than £38,000 in smuggled 
tobacco has been discovered in hid¬ 
den stashes across Sandwell. 

Sniffer dogs Phoebe and Scamp 
uncovered the illicit cigarettes and 
rolling tobacco while visiting seven 
premises across the borough. 

As part of the Safer 6 campaign, 
trading standards and police officers 
seized about 69,500 cigarettes and 
more than 17.4 kilograms of hand 
rolling tobacco. 

Trading standards officers will 
now carry out interviews to decide 


what action to take, which could in¬ 
clude possible prosecutions. 

Councillor Paul Moore, Sandwell 
Council’s member in charge of 
trading standards, said: “Tobacco 
detection dogs have become valued 
members of the team.” 

The operation is the second such 
success that Sandwell’s trading 
standards team has had in just 
over a month. At the end of August 
two other dogs, Buster and Bertie, 
sniffed out more than £40,000 of il¬ 
licit tobacco at six premises. 


A FIRM in Rowley Regis has been 
fined £13,000 after a worker had 
the top of his finger sheared off 
in an unguarded drilling machine. 

Gareth Kendall, aged 32, was oper¬ 
ating a machine at H&H Alloy Sales 
Ltd when the incident happened. 

An investigation by the Health & Safety 
Executive found the machine’s guard had 
been left lying in a box in the workshop 
when it should have been fitted to the 
drill, Sandwell Magistrates Court heard on 
Thursday. 

Mrs Judith Lloyd, prosecuting on behalf 
of the HSE, said Mr Kendall was halfway 
through drilling a set of 200 parts when he 
attempted to push a trapped piece of alu¬ 
minium towards the drill on December 18 
last year. She said: “He was wearing gloves 
and as there was no guard in place his hand 
went straight into the rotating part of the 
drill.”. 

The court was told a health and safety 
inspector had visited the company in 2009 
and noted an unguarded drill in the work¬ 
shop. “They were told to fit a guard on that 
occasion but failed to heed the warning,” 
said Mrs Lloyd. 

Mr Kendall, who has worked at the firm 
for seven years, had the tip of his right 
index finger amputated. The court heard 
that he returned to work in March but suf¬ 
fered discomfort and underwent a further 
operation to remove his finger down to the 
knuckle. He has since returned to work at 
the firm full time. 

Miss Ashleigh Harold, defending, said the 
firm accepted responsibility and had carried 
out ‘effective remedial action’..” 

She said drill guards had been fitted four 
days after the 2009 inspection and that the 
firm was not guilty of a persistent breach. 
H&H Alloy Sales Ltd, of Titford Lane, ad¬ 
mitted failing to ensure the safety of its em¬ 
ployees. The company was fined £13,000, 
ordered to pay £1,391.75 costs and a victim 
surcharge of £120. Managing director Alan 
Hilsdon said it was the first accident at the 
firm, since it opened in 1979.

Park video sparks rethink 
over culling of town geese 


IMAGES of pest controllers ushering Cana¬ 
dian gees into a van in Victoria Park have 
sparked uproar with activists, prompting 
council chiefs to announce a rethink on the 
way it controls the birds’ population. 

More than 2,000 people have protested at the 
removal and killing of over 200 geese, from three 
parks, in the past two years, by Sandwell Council. 


The video released of pest 
control workers putting the 
geese into a van at the Tip- 
ton park created a furore 
among animal lovers. 

It sparked a petition by 
Ian Carroll, from Sandwell 
Swanwatch, opposing the 
culling of the Canadian 
geese and calling on the 
council to end the practice. 

So far, 2,323 people have 
signed the document. When 
it reaches 3,000 signatures 
it will be sent to the council. 

Since then, the council 
announced it was having a 
rethink over the way it man¬ 
ages the geese population. 

Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton, Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and environment, 
said: “There is only a spe¬ 
cific period in the year when 
the geese population can be 
reduced and this is during 
their moult sometime dur¬ 
ing May and June.We are 
presently gauging public 
reaction and we will review 
our approach to the man-

agement of geese numbers.” 
In a written document at¬ 
tached to the petition, the 
group said it aimed to stop 
the council culling the geese 
and to promote education on 
the birds’ behaviour. 

In a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request to the council, 
Mr Carroll found the coun¬ 
cil culled 150 geese in 2013 
from Dartmouth Park in 
West Bromwich and Victo¬ 
ria Park in Tipton, with a 
further 70 being culled this 
year from Victoria Park. 
The council maintained that 
the killings were carried out 
as humanely as possible and 
only as a last resort. 

Animal welfare group. 
Bishopwood Swan Rescue, 
based near Stourport, deals 
with injured birds in the 
West Midlands. Founder 
Sandy Lee said: “I don’t 
support the idea of culling 
the animals. Everything has 
the right to live.” 



Tributes for Wyn, 
church pianist 
and teacher, 75 

TRIBUTES have been paid to a much 
loved former teacher and church pianist 
who died aged 75. 

Winifred Jones, who was known as Wyn, 
and who grew up in Prince’s End, Tipton, 
taught at Manor Primary School in Lanes- 
field, Wolverhampton, for 25 years before 
she retired in July 1998. She also played 
piano and organ at a number of churches 
across the Black Country, having learned 
to play the instrument at a young age. 

Mrs Jones was the sole female member of 
the Coseley Male Voice choir, for which she 
performed piano duties for 43 years. Prior 
to her death she was the pianist at South 
Street Church in Brierley Hill. 

After her retirement Mrs Jones contin¬ 
ued to support Manor Primary by helping 
children put together and perform Christ¬ 
mas productions and carol concerts. 

Mrs Jones lived in Gayfield Avenue, 
Brierley Hill at the time of her death and 
is survived by her son Graham, aged 45, 
who said his beloved mother will be greatly 
missed. He said: “She was a loyal, devoted, 
committed and reliable mom, grandmother 
and aunt - and she was never short of an 
opinion!” 

Mrs Jones died on July 18. Her funeral 
was held at Gornal Crematorium on Au¬ 
gust 7 and was followed by a remembrance 
service at Tipton Green Methodist Church.

THOUSANDS of fridges and freezers 
have been dumped across the Black 
Country after rules on how to get rid 
of them were changed. 

The number of white goods blight¬ 
ing streets and beauty spots across the 
region have more than tripled in some 
areas after new guidelines from the 
Environmental Agency. 

The rules, introduced in July last 
year, ban scrap yards from disposing 
of the white goods unless the insula¬ 
tion foam, which contains the chem¬ 
ical pentane, has been removed in a 
move which saw them re-classified

as hazardous waste. As a result some 
have been dumped on land across the 
area and councils which have to pay to 
clear them up are trying to crackdown 
on the problem. 

Residents are advised to only use 
reputable businesses or their council’s 
own waste collection services warn¬ 
ing that door to door collectors often 
don’t have the facilities to dispose of 
them correctly. Sandwell Council dealt 
with 306 fridges from January to June 
2013. This figure rose to 1708 between 
January to June 2014 but not all were 
cases of flytipping.

searched rooms and rifled through 
drawers, making off with £50 from a 
tin. 

He added: “It was an untidy search 
and many of the drawers had been 
emptied out. 

“When the homeowner returned 
home he was sitting on the front door¬ 
step. He made an immediate admis¬ 
sion that he had taken money from 
the house.” 

The court was told Law’s aunt 
referred to him as her ‘estranged 
nephew’ as the pair had not seen eye 


to eye prior to the burglary on Septem¬ 
ber 17. 

Law, who struggled to address the 
court because he had forgotten to wear 
his dentures, was said to have been out 
of trouble for nine years before the in¬ 
cident. His counsel, Mr Milo Turner, 
added: “He is now drug free and is try¬ 
ing to get his life back in order.” 

Law, of no fixed address, pleaded 
guilty to burglary. He was sentenced 
to 12 weeks in prison suspended for 
two years and ordered to pay £50 com¬ 
pensation and a victim surcharge of 
£80.

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Hundreds 
chosen to 
join job 
search bid 


AROUND 660 people looking for work in the 
Black Country are spending 35 hours a week 
searching for employment as part of a new 
government trial. 

Job seeker allowance claimants from across the 
region have been picked to take part in the project 
which was launched this month. Those who don’t 
co-operate facing having their benefits axed. 


It sees jobhunters having 
to attend training centres 
from 9am to 5pm, five days 
a week for 13 weeks. 

They will then undergo 
training in interview tech¬ 
niques, jobsearching and 
writing better CVs. They 
will also be expected to turn 
up on time every day which 
government officials say 
will get them in the habit of 
the working life. The pilot 
project is being run by the 
Department of Work and 
Pensions across 64 UK job 
centres, 14 of them in Wol¬ 
verhampton, Walsall, Dud¬ 
ley and Sandwell. 

Pete Mees, West Bro¬ 
mwich-based external re¬ 
lations team manager for 
JobCentre Plus, will over¬ 
see the team working on the 
pilot project in the Black 
Country. He said: “There 
are effectively two pilots. 

“One works with claim¬ 
ants who haven’t yet been 
on a work programme and 
the other is for people who 
are longer-term unemployed 
who have been through a 
programme but still been 
unsuccessful in gaining em¬ 
ployment.” 

Mr Mees said the scheme 
would be flexible enough to 
make allowances for people 
who were a main carer or

a single parent, but added: 
“For those who are selected 
it is mandatory, and people 
could risk losing their bene¬ 
fits if they don’t attend.” 

He said the pilot project 
would run until March next 
year and, if it is judged a 
success, will then be rolled 
out to the other 700 Jobcen¬ 
tres across the UK. 

The scheme is being run 
for JobCentre Plus in the 
Black Country by the Learn- 
direct organisation, which 
in turn is overseeing a num¬ 
ber of training organisations 
who will actually work with 
the jobseekers. 

Minister for Employment 
Esther McVey said: “Em¬ 
ployment is up, unemploy¬ 
ment is down and there are 
more than 650,000 vacan¬ 
cies in the economy at any 
one time - which is why we 
want to offer even more sup¬ 
port to those claimants who 
find it particularly difficult 
to take up the opportunities 
that are out there. It’s right 
that we ask claimants to do 
everything they can to look 
for work in return for their 
benefits, and this pilot is 
testing how we provide that 
extra support.”

Phil Mead, managing director of arenas at the NEC 
Group which runs the NIA, said: “We are delighted that 
the retail units have attracted interest from well renowned 
restaurant chains who want to be part of the new Barclay¬ 
card Arena. There is 16,500 square feet of retail units in 
total which are being developed facing out over the canals.

USERS of the Wednesbury Parkway Midlands Metro 
station are being warned that fines of £100 for bad park¬ 
ing are now in force. They began on Monday. 

Problems of the past have sparked the move, including, in the 
last two weeks, a coach brought in as a rail replacement service 
for a broken-down train at Stourbridge Junction, which could 
not manoeuvre because of incorrectly parked vehicles. 


The penalty sum will be reduced 
to £60 if paid within 14 days, but 
further charges will be incurred if 
it is not paid within 28 days. Mo¬ 
torists will have the right of appeal. 

Transport authority Centro, 
which is responsible for free park 
and ride stations, said it had prob¬ 
lems getting a replacement coach 
service through Stourbridge Junc¬ 
tion car park on September 2 be¬ 
cause of bad parking but said there 
were issues across its 59 sites. 

Warning notices are being put 
up and more than 20,000 leaflets 
distributed to users about the fines. 

Councillor Roger Horton, Centro 
lead member for rail and Metro, 
said the scheme was being intro¬ 
duced because innocent motorists 
parking correctly were suffering 
at the hands of a selfish few whose 
lack of consideration was also put¬ 
ting pedestrians at risk. 

He said: “Incorrectly parked ve¬ 
hicles have seen other motorists 
blocked in for hours at a time, while 
pedestrians are put at risk because 
of cars parked on pavements. 

“Then there are emergency ser¬ 
vice vehicles that may need to ac¬ 
cess the station being obstructed by 
badly parked cars. This cannot be

allowed to continue. Park and Ride 
has been a real success story in the 
West Midlands. We want that to 
continue and a selfish or thought¬ 
less minority cannot be allowed to 
undermine it.” 

The scheme will see parking of¬ 
ficers working for a private com¬ 
pany patrol Park and Ride sites 
using handheld ticket machines. 

Fines will be issued to any vehi¬ 
cle not in a marked bay, on double 
yellow lines, obstructing emergency 
services, creating a hazard, in a dis¬ 
abled bay without a valid permit or 
using the car park for any other 
reason that to take the train or 
Metro.

Asbestos linked to death 


A RETIRED school cook died from cancer 
caused by exposure to asbestos, a coroner 
has ruled. Senior Black Country coroner 
Zafar Siddique ruled that Marjorie Lillian 
Birks died due to industrial disease. 

Mrs Birks, who was known as Lillian, 
died at Sandwell General Hospital on July 
9, aged 81. Mr Siddique said a post-mortem 
found that Mrs Birks, of St Luke’s Road, 
Wednesbury, died from a malignant meso¬ 
thelioma. 

Pathologist Dr Nithian Nair said that 
while his examination found no trace of as¬ 
bestos, it was his opinion that this was the 


most likely cause of the cancer. Mrs Birks’ 
son, Tim Birks-Kindred, said his father had 
worked as a builder, and handled materials 
which probably which probably would not 
be considered safe today. “When she was 
washing his overalls, she used to shake the 
dust off them, so it is possible she could 
have inhaled dust particles that way,” said 
Mr Birks-Kindred. 

Mr Siddique said he was satisfied that 
Mrs Birks’ death was primarily caused by 
a malignant mesothelioma due to asbestos 
exposure, with pneumonia and heart dis¬ 
ease also being contributory factors. 


Mowed down 
hero Pc back 
after recovery

A HERO police officer who al¬ 
most died when a fleeing burglar 
mowed him down in a getaway 
car has returned to work after 
making an incredible recovery. 

Pc Pete McGinn suffered cata¬ 
strophic crush injuries while tackling 
career criminal Carl Anderson, aged 
51, on June 7 last year. 

The brave bobby was pinned against a 
lamp post as he clung to the driver’s door of 
blue Honda Stream as Anderson fled from 
the scene. 

The 45-year-old was left lying in the road 
in Erdington, Birmingham with multiple 
fractures to his legs and pelvis. Fearing the 
worst he even asked colleagues to tell his 
family he loved them as they administered 
first aid. 

But thanks to their life saving actions 
and medics who rushed him into a six- 
hour operation to pin his shattered body 
together Pc McGinn survived. And last 
week he returned to work as part of an in¬ 
vestigation team based at Sutton Coldfield, 
where he will keep tabs on crime suspects 
and analyse intelligence reports. 

The constable, who has served with West 
Midlands Police since 2002, has also been 
given a bravery award to commend his he¬ 
roic actions. 

He said: “I was starting to go stir crazy 
at home, not to mention driving my wife 
mad. I’m only doing three hours a day at 
the moment and juggling shifts around 
hospital appointments and physio, but it’s 
just great to be back. 

“I’ve got another major operation pen¬ 
cilled in for later this year. 

“I’d always said I wanted to return to 
front-line policing but in light of the injury 
I’m looking at moving into a detective role 
and hopefully next year I can return full¬ 
time. 

“It’s a great honour, but every officer 
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Part of the CCTV footage of the incident 

at that awards ceremony will tell you the 
same: that they were just doing their job. 

“People sign-up as police officers know¬ 
ing they are likely to get into potentially 
dangerous situations in order to protect 
the public, that’s what I did and what I’m 
determined to do for the rest of my police 
career.” 

Anderson, from Aston, Birmingham, was 
jailed for 12 years in September last year 
at Birmingham Crown Court. He pleaded 
guilty to grievous bodily harm with intent, 
burglary, dangerous driving, driving while 
disqualified, and driving without insur¬ 
ance. 

The court heard how the thug used the 
car “as a weapon” slamming it into reverse 
and pinning the helpless officer between 
the passenger door and the metal pole. 


Car break-in bid cycle 
gang sought by police

A GROUP of youths who at¬ 
tempted to break into a car 
outside a pizza takeaway are 
being hunted by police. 

Officers have released CCTV 
footage of the teenagers circling 
around the car on their bicycles 
behind Domino’s Pizza in White- 
house Avenue in Wednesbury. 

One youth tries to break a rear 
window with his bike handle to get 
to something which has caught their 
attention inside. He eventually breaks 
the glass. 

Moments later the group cycle away 
as a delivery driver emerges from a 
rear entrance. 

Pc Stephen Foy said: “The group 
can be seen peering through the car 
windows and pointing to something 
on the back seat that takes their fancy. 

“One of them finally manages to 
break a window using the handlebars 
but they ride off empty-handed. We 
suspect this group may well be re¬ 
sponsible for other reports of vehicle 
crime in the Wednesbury area in re¬ 
cent weeks. 

“If anyone recognises any of the peo¬ 
ple in the CCTV footage I’d ask them 


to call me at West Bromwich police 
station.” 

Pc Foy has also urged motorists to 
ensure personal items are removed 
from vehicles overnight. 

He said: “They spot something in 
the car that they are prepared to break 
a window to try and grab. It’s more 
than likely they wouldn’t have tried 


getting in had there been nothing on 
show to tempt them. 

“Motorists should always ensure 
they take possessions with them out 
of the car.” The incident took place 
at around 10.15pm on 11 September. 
Anyone with information is asked to 
call Pc Foy on 101 or Crimestoppers, 
anonymously, on 0800 555 111.

JAKE Bugg doesn’t say 
much between his songs 
but let his powerful music 
speak for itself as he played 
two nights at a packed Civic 
Hall this week. 

Despite the Modish fol¬ 
lowing, who sang along to 
Oasis hit Champagne Su¬ 
pernova before the lights 
dimmed, 20-year-old Bugg’s 
musical roots go back, way 
back and beyond his home 
city of Nottingham. 

The young singer-song- 
writer’s dark clothing ech¬ 
oes the sombre style of 
the original Man in Black 
Johnny Cash and, third 
song in, Storm Passes Away 
sounds like a Hank Williams 
honky tonk toe-tapper. Add 
to that a nasal twang akin 
to mid-1960s Dylan, and 
here is a young man fit for 
articles in Mojo or Rolling 
Stone. 

Maybe one day Bugg’s 
bleak depiction of broken

No encore, no 
fuss, Jake kept it real.

Rookie detective is 
doing things by the book 


I f you ever wondered what a pre- 
Batman origins story would look 
like filtered through the mind of The 
Mentalist creator Bruno Heller and 
helmed by CSI veteran Danny 
Cannon, then this is it. 

One of the most talked about new 
dramas of the autumn, Gotham 
centres on brave, earnest new 
detective James Gordon (Ben 
McKenzie). 

Eager to prove himself, he is 
partnered with the brash police 
veteran Harvey Bullock (Donal 
Logue), and the pair stumble upon 
Gotham city’s highest profile case - 
the murder of local billionaires 
Thomas and Martha Wayne. 

Gordon meets the sole survivor at 
the scene of the crime - the Waynes’ 

12-year-old son, Bruce (David 
Mazouz). 

Moved by his loss, the rookie 
detective vows to catch the killer. 

While navigating the shady world of 
Gotham’s criminal justice system, 

Gordon crosses paths with gang 
boss Fish Mooney (Jada Pinkett 
Smith), mob kingpin Carmine Falcone 
(John Dorman), and many of the

characters who will become iconic 
villains. 

They include a teenage Selina Kyle/ 
Catwoman (Camren Bicondova); 
pending Penguin Oswald Cobblepot 
(Robin Lord Taylor), and the future 
Riddler, Edward Nygma (Cory Michael 
Smith). 

For Blighty’s own Sean Pertwee, 
landing the role of Bruce Wayne’s 
guardian/butler Alfred Pennyworth, 
it was something of a dream come 
true. 

He admits he was a fan of the 
classic 1960s Adam West TV saga 
growing up. 

‘Absolutely. The famous shark scene 
stuck in my mind,” Sean explains. “I’ve 
been a fan of the series right the way 
through. 

‘To be involved with a re-imagining 
of something I’ve loved is vaguely 
terrifying, but also not that it’s out 
there, we are delighted that I think 
we’ve pleased the legions of fans and 
the legions of new fans that we hope 
to bring to it. We’re very proud.” 

Perhaps the best comparison 
for Gotham is Superman origins 


series Smallville, which ran for a 
decade. 

Is Sean prepared for the fact he 
could spend at least the next 10 years 
of his life filming in New York? 

“Well that suits me fine,” he explains. 
“Don’t get me wrong; I love my home 
- I get very homesick when I watch 
Chelsea; I miss my home, but I can’t 
tell you how lucky and proud I feel to 
be here.” 

The Gotham cast have become a 
close-knit family since production 
began. According to Pertwee, they “go 
to every table read together; we really 
try and keep our heads down and 
concentrate on the quality of the work.” 

As you’ll see by this pilot, it’s a 
stylish affair which may revisit the 
pivotal tragic alley shootings from Tim 
Burton’s Batman and Christopher 
Nolan’s Batman Begins, but then it 
becomes its own creature. 

Like Gromit laying tracks in front of 
his runaway train, Sean Pertwee and 
the Gotham crew are busily trying to 
stay ahead of their production 
schedule while retaining the high 
production quality of this first 
instalment.

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New engine 

even more 
tempting buy

Volvo continues to disentangle itself from a 
former owner with the introduction of new, 
more powerful and economical engines to 
its biggest selling range, the V40 hatchback. 

For years Volvo was the prestigious, Swedish out¬ 
post of the Ford empire and, naturally, used Ford en¬ 
gines. Indeed a lot of other Ford bits too, in places 
where a buyer wouldn’t see them, or care. 

Now owned by Chinese company Geely, but with the 
same sensible, practical approach to all things mechanical 
that marks out Scandanavian design the world over, comes 
a set of new petrol and (much more important in the UK), 
diesel power units. 

We’re already the biggest buyers of the V40 line up in 
the world, with most UK sales going to company car users, 
and the extra tailpipe cleanliness of the latest diesel will only 
make the V40 an even more tempting buy, with lower pull 
on the monthly pay cheque. 

Within the next 18 months every new Volvo will have 
an engine designed and built in-house. The new motors, 
called Drive-E, share enough design features to make them 
easier to build and mean a whole clutter of other designs 
can soon be ditched. 

It’s a change for the good, with the diesel putting out a 
class leading 190 horsepower and emitting few enough tail¬ 
pipe nasties to qualify for zero road tax. 

Positive 

Against some seriously impressive opposition (think 
VW Golf, BMW 1 Series, Mercedes-Benz A-Class), the V40 
impresses with its quietness, even from the cold start that 
usually has a diesel sounding like pebbles rattling round an 
empty oil drum. 

It pulls well too, helped by a pleasantly positive gearch¬ 
ange and light clutch and recedes into a barely audible 
hum at a motorway cruise, where a lot of V40s are going to 
spend a lot of their working lives. 

A mildly spirited drive showed an encouraging 54mpg 
on the nicely readable dashboard, where everything works 
the way you think it ought, in a very ordered Swedish way. 
You wouldn’t believe how complex some car makers (think 
Japanese, often) can make the business of working a but¬ 
ton or two. 

The SE spec car seen here rode well on 17inch wheels, 
in contrast to the larger, fancier looking 18inch alloys on an 
automatic R-Design V40 tried later, which was not nearly as 
impressive. 

That car’s new eight-speed auto ‘box took the toil out of 
traffic queues and changed with an imperceptible slur of 
revs and will be the perfect companion for citybound users. 
It showed 42mpg on test, still a decent result and worth the 
£1,550 asking price. 

The latest V40 range starts at £18,995 but you suspect a 
lot of sales will centre on the well equipped, diesel engined 
SE Nav trim model, costing £25,770 before raiding an op¬ 
tions list that tempts as much as any German prestige car 
makers range. 

Every V40 has a pedestrian airbag hidden under the bon¬ 
net (a world first) and the range is the safest car ever tested 
by the respected EuroNCAP organisation. Very Swedish, 
that.

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Integra - great combination

Honda’s latest Integra has some- 
thing of an identity crisis: a bit 
like Clark Kent and his alter-ego 
the caped crusader. 

It’s deliberate, of course, as the company 
tries to widen the appeal of two wheelers 
and integrate some of the best features of 
bikes with those of a scooter. Hence the 
name: it’s actually nothing to do with the 
Honda’s Integra Type R, one of the best 
coupes of the 1990s. 

Officially the £7,788 Integra is classed as 
a ‘maxi scooter’ and with a torquey 745cc 
twin cylinder engine and a top speed of 
around 10Omph it’s certainly near the top 
of that class. 

It has first-class weather protection 
but with its excellent chassis and 17-inch 
wheels it has the stability and handling of 
a bike. That isn’t a surprise, as apart from 
the bodywork its shares virtually everything 
with its stablemate the 750S 

It would serve admirably as an easy-to- 
ride commuter scooter with what is proba¬ 
bly the best automatic transmission on any 
two-wheeler, but unlike some of its smaller 
counterparts you can tackle some serious 
touring too. 

Depending on how and where you ride 
it, everyday economy is between 60 and 
70mpg - in fact the official figure is 80mpg. 
With a 14.1 litre tank that gives you an im¬ 
pressive range between fill-ups. 

It has the comfort and performance to 
handle longer motorway runs, able to eas¬ 
ily keep up the pace without leaving you 
feeling intimidated as other traffic treats you 
like a rolling roadblock. There’s plenty of 
power to carry a pillion passenger, too. 


The Integra isn’t over-heavy at 237kgs: in 
fact it’s a relative lightweight compared to 
some of its rivals and with its sturdy, shift 
chassis and bike suspension it’s particular¬ 
ly stable in a straight line and doesn’t dip 
and wallow in corners. In fact it corners 
like a motorcycle because, in all areas that 
count, it is one. 

I have heard of one tester complain of 
scraping the bodywork through being over 
enthusiastic in a corner but from my own 
experience I don’t know how. There were 
times when I used all the rear tyre’s treaded 
area without any other sort of contact. 

A big, well-shaped seat - almost an 
armchair by bike standards - and long 
footboards instead of pegs allow the rider 
a nice upright position but also the abili¬ 
ty to shuffle about a bit, to avoid stiffness 
and numb rear-end syndrome when you’ve 
been sitting there for an hour or two. 

Injected 

The aerodynamic front end and large 
front screen are well designed to protect 
you from wind blast and rain. In fact on an 
autumn day in my heavy protective bike 
gear I felt too warm, the only noticeable 
breeze hitting the back of my neck (drawn 
in from the rear as in a convertible car). 

The latest Integra’s fuel injected engine 
has grown in size from 670 to 745cc, giving 
it an extra 3bhp (now just over 54) and a 
healthy 68Nm of torque, which is on a par 
with some bigger engine bikes such as Tri¬ 
umph’s Bonneville. 

The significance of that is smooth riding 
while maintaining relatively high gears for 
economy. Fourth around town at 30mph, 
for example, is easy going and impressively 
quiet, but the Integra has the ability to pick 
up its heels when required. 


The second generation DCT transmis¬ 
sion uses a ‘proper’ gearbox (as opposed 
to a CVT system) with an electronically 
controlled dual clutch system, similar to the 
Audi VW Group’s acclaimed DSG unit. 

It has two modes - Drive, which selects 
and holds the highest gear for the condi¬ 
tions to give you best economy and Sport, 
which is more responsive and allows the 
revs to get up towards the redline if you 
give it a big handful. 

You can also change gear manually, us¬ 
ing ‘up’ and ‘down’ buttons on the lefthand 
grip. It is very fast-acting, the electronics 
interpreting your requirements via move¬ 
ments on the throttle but the ability to 
change down one or two cogs with just the 
press of the thumb is ideal when, for exam¬ 
ple, you’re setting up for a tight bend. 

It’s smoother and more responsive than 
any CVT system I’ve ridden, offering better 
rider connection with the bike as well as fuel 
and performance advantages. 

The brakes - discs front and rear with 
ABS - are reassuringly effective and are 
operated by separate hand levers on the 
bars. Being more used to the normal bike 
arrangement, though, it did take a few miles 
to stop my right foot from pressing the foot¬ 
boards. 

As the Integra is essentially built on a 
motorcycle frame, it lacks some of the 
cargo carrying capacity of more ‘normal’ 
scooters. The fuel tank is under the large 
hinged (and lockable) seat and in front of 
that there’s a storage bay which will just 
about take a helmet. The configuration also 
means you throw your leg over the seat, 
bike-style, rather than the ‘step through’ fa¬ 
cility of some scooters so there’s no facility 
for a bag hook there. A rear luggage rack 
and box are on the accessories list. 



The Integra’s integrated design sets it 
apart from the herd and gives it an appeal 
all of its own. 

It’s more of an all-rounder than some of 
the pure scooter breed, with its motorcycle 
performance and handling which make it 
more fun, too. 

Its combination of capabilities - nearly 
10Omph and almost 80mpg - plus its ex¬ 
cellent transmission and more comfort and 
weather protection than most standard 
bikes make it an attractive alternative for 
some riders than more traditional designs 
on both sides of the fence.
